Dave Wainer, 
for 14 years op- 
erator of _ the 
River Bottom 

Ranch, one of the best-known reg- 
istered Polled Hereford farms in 
the country, is a good one to 
answer, 

He was one of the first to catch 
the new enthusiasm for ‘‘grass 
farming’ when it began to sweep 
the Southeast some 15 years ago. 
He located in deep south Geor- 
gia, near booming Valdosta. 
A highly respected and success- 
ful contractor, he has stayed with 
the ranch even though, .in all his 
years of operation, he has yet to 
make a profit. He figures he 
knows a few answers, bought and 
paid for, by getting into a busi- 
ness about which he knew nothing. 

‘Right now,’’ he said, “the ex- 
pansion of the cattle industry in 
the Southeast has slowed. We 
are going through a period of 
adjustment. I’d guess a good 25 
per cent of those who “got into” 
the business with grades have 
been forced out. I’d_ estimate 
somewhere around 40 per cent of 
those who started in.the regis- 
tered cattle field are out. Only 
those interested enough, and 
strong enough will last it out in 
the big operations. The farmer 
who integrates cattle with a sound 
farming practice also will come 
through. Once the price drop ad- 
justment is over the Southeastern 
cattle industry will move for- 
ward,” 


Comparison 

Wainer thinks the Southeast is 
not hurt as badly as are the Mid- 
western cattlemen. In his talk 
one comes across the idea of a 
*partnership” crop. 

“Marty of those who got into the 
cattle business in the Southeast,”’ 
he said, ‘‘can carry on a timber 
operation and perhaps find room 
for a second partnership crop. 
With me it’s tobacco. We also can 
sell crimson clover seed and de- 
velop that part of our business 
better than can our Midwestern 
competitors. They have been hit 
hard. 

“The other day,” he said, “‘a 
friend of mine and I were read- 
ing an ad in a livestock maga- 
zine about a fellow who was sell- 
ing out. He listed sickness as the 
reason. 

“*Yeah,’ said this friend of 
mine, ‘he’s sick of them old cows, 
just like the rest of us.’ 

“‘A lot of persons who went in 
without adequate knowledge—and 
therefore didn’t have pastures or 
the know-how—are pretty sick.” 

Wainer believes, out of his ex- 
perience, that almost every South- 
eastern farmer who was pulled 
into ‘‘cattle’’ by the,fervent proph- 
ets of grass farming plunged in 
as an ignorant man. He was.

A grand jury indicted 115 persons 
‘involved in Montgomery’s Negro 
bus boycott today. 


The grand jury warned that vio- 
lence is inevitable unless race rela- 
tions improve. 

Only 11 indictments were re- 
turned, but an official source said 
115 defendants were named, several 
of them on each indictment. 

Under state law, names of the 
defendants arfd the specific charges 
against them must be kept secret 
until the accused are in custody. 


ARRESTS WEDNESDAY 


Sheriff MacButler said no arrests 
on the indictments will be made 
until tomorrow. 


One indictment growing out of 
the boycott was returned by: the 
grand jury last week when a Negro 
attorney was charged with unlaw- 
ful practice growing out of an anti- 
segregation suit filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court. 

Fred D. Gray was accused of fil- 
ing the suit against bus segregation 
without the consent of one. of the | 
five Negro women whose names! 
appeared on the complaint.

“We've all been going to 
school,’’ he said, ‘‘and the tuition 
has been right expensive. But, 
those who have stayed in school 
have learned. The Midwesterners 
had to go through the same thing 
when they began. We didn’t even 
know simple, unaesthetic things 
like regular delousing and worm- 
ing of our cattle. We learned the 
expensive way it is necessary to 
have a year’s feed ahead and 
that two years’ supply is better. 
We had to learn to fertilize pas- 
tures and plant legumes to put 
more nitrogen in the soil. There 
is a lot more. But it all comes 
under the head of experience. 
That’s what we have been buying 
with our losses.’’ 

It is not generally recognized, 
but cattlemen are not under a 
government ‘‘umbrella.’’ 

‘In general,”’ said Wainer, ‘‘the 
cattlemen oppose it. Let’s be 
frank about it. The cattle busi- 
ness, like any other in time of 
increasing costs and competition, 
demands efficiency. The man who 
is going for a big, registered 
ranch, or a big feeder operation, 
must have the competitive mar- 
ket. Government protection keeps 
the inefficient in business, but 
always on a starvation basis, It 
holds back the industry. 

“The present shakedown is 
rough. But out of it will come a 
tremendous acceleration.in the 
Southeastern cattle industry. And 
with our partnership crop possi- 
bilities we'll fare better than our 
Midwestern brethren.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—Secre- 
tary of State Dulles will return 
from his Caribbean vacation to- 
morrow to face a full-scale con- 
gressional irivestigation of the 
administration’s foreign policy. 

The investigation was called 
for Friday by the chairman of 
the Sehate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Sen. George (Dem- 
Ga) to inquire into the recent 
turnings of U.S. arms policy in 
the Middle Fast. 

It will range well beyond that 
region, however, for there is) 
more apprehension in the capital | 
today about the conduct of Amer | 
ican foreign policy than at any 
time since the Korean War. 

This apprehension has been 
caused primarily by the Commu- 
nist political and economic offen- 
sive in the Middle East and South 
Asia, and by the fear, growing 
steadily here in the last few 
months, that the administration 
has miscalculated Communist 
strategy and has no effective pol- 
icy to meet it. 


TANK DEAL 4 

During the past few days, un- 
easiness has been Mmflamed by 
the administration's discovery 
that it was about to ship 18 tanks 
to Saudi Arabia, by the sudden 
announcement by the President 
of an embargo on such shipments 
and the lifting of that embargo 
next day. 

This is the third time the ad- 
ministratoin has got involved in 
a major international controversy 
while Dulles was on vacation. 
The last time, the State Depart- 
ment issued a formal statement 
characterizing the decision to 
open diplomatic relations between 
the Soviet Union and West Ger- 
many as a victory for the West, 
though this was widely regarded 
elsewhere as a dangerous defeat. 

The time before that, the State 
Department, in Dulles’ absence, 
rebuffed Communist China's of- 
fers of talks on the Formosa 
crisis, and had to be reversed. 


SEEN AS BLUNDERS 

These things have given rise to 
the question of who runs the for- 
eign policy of the United States 
when Dulles and the President 
are away. The Arabian tank deal 
is coming in for special attention 
because it has followed fairly 
closely upon what are widely re- 
garded here as a number of other 
foreign policy blunders. 

Among these are: 

1. The secretary of state’s inter- 
view with Life magazine, in which 
he created an international con-

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Respect tor Laws 
Begins With Home 


Juvenile Court Judge W. W. Wool- 
folk has moved positively in the field of 
law enforcement by binding over to 
Fulton Criminal Court the father of a 
14-year-old boy who, allegedly with the 
father’s consent, has violated his pro- 
bation. 

The boy, on probation for auto theft, 
was arrested on a charge of speeding 
and being involved in a crash with 
another Car. 

Judge Woolfolk invoked two sections 
of a state statute pertaining to use of 
motor cars by minors. One makes it a 
misdemeanor for a parent or guardian 
“knowingly to permit his child or ward, 
under age of 15 years, to operate a motor 
vehicle upon the public roads or highways 
of the state, or upon the streets of any 
incorporated village, town or city.” The 
second section makes it a misdemeanor 
to permit an unlicensed person to operate 
a motor vehicle. 

According to testimony reports, the 
boy’s mother said she had given him per- 
mission to drive to a drugstore and the 
father that he had granted a request to 
drive to church. The speeding and the 
wreck reportedly occurred on the night 
these permissions were given. 

This is, of course, a matter for the 
courts. 

But one can commend without reser- 
vation Judge Woolfolk’s statement to the 
father and son. To the former he said: 

“If you don’t pay any attention to the 
laws, how do you expect him (the son) 
to obey the laws?” 

To the boy he said, after noting he 
had been placed on probation in January 
for auto theft: 

“We had given you a chance to prove 
you could be a law-abiding citizen. You 
didn’t, prove it very well. ... When boys 
won't help themselves and parents won't 
make them do right, then the state has 
to take over.” 

There can be no argument about that. 

There are nine and 20 ways or ex- 
plaining juvenile delinquency and it is 
very likely that every single one 1s 
right. 

But there doesn’t seem to be much 
argument but that the example of par- 
ental violation of laws, or their condoning 
of illegal acts by their children, is a major 
contributing factor to delinquency. 

Judge Woolfolk’s forthright decision 
to bring full law enforcement to bear 
upon all parents who knowingly allow 
their children to violate the law without 
question is a healthy one and one which 
will have public support. 

While meetings, discussions and reso- 
lutions possibly have value, the court's 
application of complete enforcement will, 
we believe, be as effective on any guilty 
adult as the famed Peachtree switch on 
youngsters.

Military Purchasing 
Is Returned To Sanity 


Members of the House overwhelm- 
ingly have voted to require the military 
services to do more of their buying 
through competitive bidding and less 
through negotiated: contracts. The bur- 
denéd taxpayer will approve. 

The somewhat shocking fact is re- 
vealed that since the Korean emergency, 
when negotiated contracts were permitted 
in order to by-pass delays in the neces- 
sary red-tape routine of bidding, 94 per 
cent of the armed forces budget has been 
spent in negotiated contracts. 

Georgia’s Carl Vinson, veteran con- 
gressman and chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, led ‘the fight 
to take the huge appropriation out of 
negotiations and into competitive bidding.

The Vinson bill also will require that all 
defense contracts channel whatever work 
may be done by small business in the 
areas hardest hit by unemployment and 
major disaster. 

Certainly money can be saved by 
competitive bidding. That the Defense 
Department should have chosen the path 
of least resistance and spent almost 100 
per cent of its budget on negotiated con- 
tracts, is renewed evidence of the need 
for watchdog supervision.

Griffin Administration Failed 


To Uphold Economy Bills 


With an amazing lack of concern about where the money might 
be coming from, the State Legislature in its closing hours last week 
stamped its approval on the biggest budget in the history of Georgia. 


Not only did the House and Sen- 
ate okay the mammoth $282,959.- 
000 initially asked by Gov. Marvin 
Griffin; but each branch of the 
Legislature increased that amount 
by one million dollars, thus bring- 
ing the total to $284,964,433. 

The astonishing fact is that this 
budget represents allocations at 
the rate of 13 million dollars above 
current spending and 11 million 
dollars in excess of anticipated re- 
venue! 

How in the name of logic and 
good business can there be any 
sense in that? 

But the point graphically illus- 
trates the attitude of the law- 
makers: 


Spend the money, don’t worry 
about where it’s coming from. 

There was not enough taxpayer 
resistance to the special session 
last June which increased income 
levies, car tags, drivers’ licenses, 
tobacco and alcohol fees. 

The failure of this year’s legisla- 
tive session to enact any effective, 
comprehensive economy measures 
further emphasizes the attitude of 


easy money which predominated 
the budget considerations. 

The failure to pass more econ- 
omy measures can be laid directly 
at the door of the Griffin admin- 
istration. 

Any measure which the adminis- 
tration really wanted was passed 
by the Legislature. If opposition 
developed, it was squelched by ef- 
fective pressures. Under Floor 
Leader Denmark Groover, admin- 
istration bills rolled through the 
House. 

The governor’s name was used 
repeatedly with reference to the 
fact that ‘‘Marvin wants’”’ this or 
that bill passed. 

If the Griffin administration had 
wanted to enact the various bills 
to effect full scale economies in 
state government, it could have 
pushed them through the Legis- 
lature. 

The fact that it did not is evi- 
dence that it likewise cared not. 

A record high budget, absence of 
extensive economies, high taxes— 
these will be remembered for a 
long time by the taxpayer.

Houses on Wheels? 


Flying north the man sitting next to the window 
got to talking about his business and what he sees 
in the future. He is one of the top men in a firm 
that makes house trailers—the big silver rigs you see trun

the highways, pulled by an automobile or sitting up on blocks in trailer 
parks, all tied in with the water, electric and sewer lines and function- 
ing as a house. One of every five single family dwellings built in the 
U.S. last year, he said, was a trailer. 


Which surprised me ‘a little. It 
surprised me, too, when he said 
that most people don’t pull their 
own trailers any more. They hire 
a public carrier to haul them 
with a tow truck and set them 
up. Some of the foot-loose, vaga- 
bond element, too, is going out of 
trailer living, he says. The con- 
struction man who moves from 
job to job, living in his trailer, 
now moves just about once in a 
year. The retired folk who live 
in trailers move only about once 
every three years. 

So the trailer is becoming more 
and more a stationary house, 
which has given him an idea. The 
trailer builders have learned a lot 
about utilizing small space, he 
says. They have learned a lot 
about special compact fixtures, 
kitchen equipment, bathroom 
equipment, built-in furniture and 
sO on. 

So he’s thinking about doing 
something the trailer builders 
haven't done before. He wants to 
start building truly fabricated, 
transportable houses. One unit, as 
big as a modern house trailer, 
will be the living unit, with built- 
in record player, TV set, sofa, easy 
chairs, complete even to drapes 
at the windows and pictures on 
the wall. There would be a mod- 
ern kitchen and dining room unit, 
also as big as a. house trailer.

The attempt to meet this eco- 
nomic. and political emergency 
quickly has resulted in maneuvers 
by both parties that have produced 
a patchwork bill that satisfies no- 
body, including the major farm or- 
ganizations, either as a temporary 
or long-term solution. 

As the farm. issue is explored 
from the standpomt of the farmer 
at one end and the consumer at 
the other, we observe a phenome- 
non upon which little light has 
been shed. This is the very con- 
siderable spread between what the 
farmer gets for his produce and 
what the housewife pays for it at 
the other end of the line. The 
farmer feels he is getting too little 
now and the housewife feels she 
is paying too much, 

What causes this great dispar- 
ity? Is it increased costs of labor 
for processing or too big a profit

Sometimes it’s just a new grip, a change in delivery, a different 
follow-through. Some fellows may need to work a bit more on a 
certain pitch, or perhaps add a new pitch.

When an adversary is to be 
caught unaware, the early hours 
are the best. After long and 
elaborte plans have been open 
completely, the intended victim 
has probably been warned to pro- 
tect himself. 

In today’s hand, declarer could 
see just eight tricks. The ninth 
would have to be obtained either 
by courtesy of the defenders, or 
by a fortunate lay of the cards, 
or perhaps ‘a bit of both. South 
started after winning the very 
first trick to set the trap. 

The bidding meets with our ap 
proval in all respects but one, 
West’s one diamond opening. 
With holdings of this type, the 
preferred bid is one heart, pre- 
tending for the sake of the con- 
venient rebid that the diamond 
suit was only four cards long.

to only eight. Attacking spades 
was a hopeless proposition be- 
cause East would probably ob- 
tain the lead for the fatal heart 
shift through South. Therefore 
the only chance was an end play 
on West, which would force him 
to lead up to declarer’s king of 
hearts. 

If that intention should become 
evident to West he would surely 
try to avoid it, so, to the second 
trick, declarer artfully played a 
low spade. West, naturally, 
ducked and dummy won with the 
ace, South returned to his hand 
with a club and took the finesse 
against the diamond jack. When 
that succeeded, he cashed the dia- 
mond ace and ran the clubs end- 
ing in his own hand. South then 
threw West on lead with the 
fourth diamond. West cashed two 
diamonds and a spade, but now 
he had to surrender a heart trick 
to declarer.

Public Looks 
At Doctors 


A few months 4go a very pleasant young woman came to 
see me with some questions about doctors. She said it was a 
public opinion survey of the medical profession, we had a friendly 
chat of the ‘“‘Some-of-my-best-friends-are-doctors-BUT” kind and 
she departed. 

Today I have a report on that survey. About 3,000 private 
citizens were interviewed, 500 practicing physicians, 100 editors, 
commentators and columnists, 100 attorneys, 100 registered 
nurses, 100 non-physician executive secretaries of state and 
county medical societies. 


From the survey, conducted by the American Medical Assn. 
to find what: might be needed to improve doctors’ services, this 
much stands out: Most people expect sympathy, patience and 
understanding from their doctors, rather than guaranteed cures 
and “wonder drugs.’”’ What they criticize is a matter of time 
and economics, not of personality or ability. 

Surprisingly enough in this day of specialization, most 
Americans still have their own family doctor, most of them like 
him and doctors as a group. Doctors are generally more critical 
of themselves than are other people. 


When people criticize physicians, according to this survey, 
it is largely for the cost of care, but they do not think doctors 
are trying to ‘‘get rich quick.” 

“Most people tend to think of the doctor as ‘someone 
special’ and feel that today—even more than 20 years ago—it 
is important to choose the right man,’ the survey shows. “'Fifty- 
eight per cent believe it matters ‘a lot,’ giving as reasons ability, 
training and equipment first and confidence or sincerity next. 
The 24 per cent who say it doesn’t matter, explain most often 
that doctors have the same education and qualifications.’’ 


An amusing angle to me is that about eight of ten people 
think their doctor is ‘‘different.’’ 


The reasons they think so: 32 per cent cite personal in- 
terest, sympathy and kindness; 19 per cent competence, intelll- 
gence and education; 17 per cent friendliness, personality and 
manner; and nine per cent frankness and honesty. Small num- 
bers mention availability, patience, understanding, acceptance 
of payment delays and lower fees. None mention healing powers 
or use of wonder drugs. 

In a way it’s astonishing that in a day when drugs get so 
much credit for cures most of us still consider the man or 
woman behind the drugs as the important thing. It should make 
doctors feel pretty humble to realize the hold they have on 
the affection and esteem of the public. 


But they’d better not get too smug about it. The survey 
showed that five per cent of the people are convinced their 
doctor thinks he is better than other people; six per cent don’t 
think he is'as dedicated to serving mankind as he should be; five 
per cent think he is too quick to recommend operations; 15 per 
cent that he is not frank enough about their illness; and 15 per 
cent that he keeps patients waiting longer than necessary. 


True, the percentages of critical and dissatisfied patients 
are low, but they are certainly worth considering. Happily for 
doctors, however, most of us seem to understand the long years 
they put in getting an education and the long hours they work. 
The average estimate of the doctor’s work week was 64 hours 
with 12% per cent of this time given to charity.
